Two of the defendants —John D. 
Ehrlichman and John N. Mitchell —have 
asked for a postponement, citing the 
dramatic events of the past week that

Suit denied 
to remove 
Reinecke 


SACRAMEMNTO (U P I) - Attorney 
General Evelle J. Younger today denied 
permission for the People’s Lobby to file 
a law suit seeking the immediate 
removal from office of Republican Lt. 
Gov Ed Reinecke. 
Younger s action set the stage for the 
activist organization to press its case 
directly in the state Supreme Court 
which the attorney general said would 
produce 
an 
“early, 
definitive 
and 
authoritative determination.” 
The People’s Lobby challenged an 
opinion of Younger which held that 
Reinecke, convicted of perjury July 27, 
could remain in office until he was 
sentenced. Sentencing is set for Aug 30 
People’s Lobby wants to remove 
Reinecke 
immediately 
but 
under 
California law must obtain Younger’s 
permission to file its lawsuit. 
The attorney general, a Republican, 
said the People’s Lobby presented “ no 
substantial issues of law ' In a letter, he 
urged the organization to take the case 
to the Supreme Court “ to test the 
correctness of our opinion ... and our 
denial of your request.” 
The attorney general also noted that if 
he were to grant the request resolution 
of the issue would take longer in a trial 
court than in the Supreme Court. 
The People’s Lobby, sponsor of the 
successful Political Reform Initiative at 
the June primary election, already 
served notice that if Younger refused 
the request, the issue would be pressed 
in the Supreme Court. 


By denying the request, Younger told 
the organization that ‘‘we are giving you 
the opportunity to file suit in and 
promptly 
obtain 
an 
authoritative 
decision from the California Supreme 
Court.” 


The People’s Lobby contends that 
Reinecke, convicted of one count of 
perjury in connection with his 1972 
testimony 
to 
the 
Senate Judiciary 
Committee regarding the ITT affair, is 
holding 
office 
in 
violation of 
the 
constitution which excludes convicted 
perjurers.

Sirica was expected to issue fresh 
orders today turning over more of 
Nixon’s subpoenaed Watergate tapes to 
Jaworski for possible use as evidence at 
the trial. He has sent Jaworski 15 of the 
55 tapes the White House surrendered to 
him in the past two weeks for his 
review. 
Sirica today directed that tapes of two 
June 23, 1973 meetings between Nixon 
and his former chief of staff H R. 
Haldeman be sent to Jaworski It was 
these tapes, released by Nixon last week 
and indicating that he had ordered an 
intitial phase of cover-up, that triggered 
the rush of events that led to his 
resignation 
Attorneys for Haldeman, one of the 
cover-up defendants, were preparing to 
file a motion to block Jaworski from 
using Haldeman’s White House notes 
taken during the taped conversations. 
‘‘President Nixon’s forced resignation 
has heightened the public view that 
Nixon and his close associates, i.e., 
Mitchell, were criminal conspirators in 
Watergate,” Mitchell’s lawyer, William 
G. Hundley, said in a two-page motion 
for continuance filed in U.S. District 
Court. 
“ With Nixon gone, the nightmare of 
Watergate is going to diminish and in 
the foreseeable future the climate is 
going to be more conducive to providing 
these defendants a fair trial than they 
could receive on Sept 9,1974 ”

thing that all 38 members agreed on was 
thqt Mitchell was criminally involved in 
Watergate.” 


Cooling off 
period proposed 
in Cyprus talks

a Turkish threat to walk out if there is no 
agreement by 3 p.m EDT There were 
reports of new intervention by Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger to try to 
save the talks.

Kissinger had intervened earlier in 
messages to Turkish Premier Bulent 
Ecevit and the British foreign minister 


The new Turkish deadline was set in 
Aknara by Ecevit who previously had 
threatened a walk out at 5 a m EDT 
today if there was no agreement on the 
Turkish plan for new self-governing 
Greek and Turkish Cypriot areas on 
Cyprus. 


The cooling off period was requested 
by British Foreign Secretary James 
Callaghan who told newsmen “The pur­ 
pose would be to give the delegates time 
to reflect.” He said he still hoped for a 
full session of the conference later 
today. 


A Greek delegation spokesman said 
Greek Foreign Minister George Mavros 
welcomed the proposal and that “ it is an 
excellent suggestion." But a Turkish 
delegation official said “ I personally do 
not think Turkey will accept.” 
He said Turkish foreign minister 
Turan Gunes would give his reply to 
Callaghan later today 
Callaghan announced his recess plan 
after another morning of inconclusive 
behind-scenes talks among the British, 
Greek and Turkish foreign ministers and 
the Cypriot leaders. A session of the full 
conference planned for 10 a m. (5 a.m. 
EDT) did not materialize

Monday night in the House chamber 
where he served for 25 years. Ford 
promised compromise and conciliation 
and said he would start from scratch in 
meeting "our domestic public enemy 
No 1" -inflation

The speedy action indicated a strong 
desire for cooperation in Congress 
Sources said House Speaker Carl Albert 
and Democratic Leader Thomas P 
O’Neill persuaded Hanking Committee 
Chairman Wright Patman to expedite 
the legislation despite his own doubts 
about the bill 


Ford kept up his hectic pace of trying 
to ascertain the needs and desires of “'all 
the people" he pledged to represent 
when he took the oath of office last 
Friday His meetings today included a 
conference with Secretary of State 
Henry A Kissinger and concluded with 
top officials of the Pentagon. Mayors 
from across the country meet with him 
Wednesday. 


Lawmakers give high 
marks on Ford speech 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford’s first address to Congress won 
high marks today from lawmakers for 
its tone of openness and cooperation, but 
drew 
criticism 
from 
two 
leading 
Democrats on grounds it failed to 
address fully the problem of inflation 
House Speaker Carl Albert said he 
would 
move 
immediately 
toward 
meeting one of Ford’s economic policy 
requests, reinstatement of the Cost of 
Living Council minus wage and price 
controls. 
But Albert and some other Democrats 
questioned some of Ford’s plans for 
fighting inflation, including his call for 
balancing 
the 
budget next without 
cutting defense spending. They said he 
did not go far enough 
Sen Hubert H. Humphrey, D-Minn,, 
called the potential for higher food 
prices posed by crop failures—which 
Ford did not mention "a hot potato 
right smack bang on the President’s 
desk ” He said it demands immediate 
attention 
"The crop report yesterday was an 
economic time bomb, believe me,” 
Humphrey said on the NBC-TV Today 
program "Crop estimates are substan­ 
tially down. This will have as much 
impact on the economy in terms of 
inflation as the Arab oil embargo.” 
Food prices are expected to rise 
because of the sharply lower crop 
caused by drought conditions. 
Albert commented, " I don’t think the 
President’s economic statement last 
night was a complete statement.” Inter­ 
viewed on the the CBS-TV Morning 
News program, he added, “ It was 
missing in many particulars.” 
Albert said he would begin working 


today with Senate and House leaders on 
Ford’s request to revive the Cost of 
Living Council “ It certainly can’t do 
any harm, and it might do some good,” 
he said 
"There are other factors that are very 
important,” Albert said "One, and the 
most important to me, is production 
—putting our people to work, putting our 
factories to work.” 
Private citizens interviewed by U PI 
across the nation reacted in much the 
same way as congressmen—praising 
Ford as a man who inspires trust, but 
questioning 
his 
weapons 
against 
inflation 
“ I ’m not sure he told us a lot about 
what he is going to do to fight inflation,” 
said Jack Prather, 43, a Columbus, Ohio, 
bank employe. "But he certainly is more 
down to earth than Nixon was, and the 
people can understand him a lot better ” 
Senate 
Democratic 
Leader 
Mike 
Mansfield said, " I was impressed,” and 
Senate Republican Leader Hugh Scott 
called it "a bellringer.” 
Mansfield said he was glad Ford had 
accepted his proposal to call a domestic 
summit meeting on the economy 
But Sen Walter F Mondale, D-Minn., 
an 
all-but-declared 
candidate 
for 
president in 1976, said he had the 
impression Ford’s ideas on the economy 
were only “ half formed,” and that they 
would tend to hurt those who most need 
help in housing, unemployment and 
other areas. 
Several other Democrats and at least 
one Republican, Sen. Jacob K. Javits of 
New 
York, also questioned 
Ford’s 
contention that cutting back government 
expenditures while maintaining defense 
spending would help slow inflation.

Eight Russian women 
climbers perish 


MOSCOW (UPI) - All eight 
members of a Soviet women's 
mountain-climbing team were 
killed after scaling the Soviet 
Union’s trecherous Lenin Peak 
in 
the 
Soviet 
Pamirs, 
an 
American climber said today. 
The women were trapped in a 
blizzard last week near the 
summit 
of 
Russia's 
third 
highest mountain in the Pamir 
range, 
said 
Christopher 
S. 
Wren, one of three American 
climbers who found the bodies. 
The Soviet team was part of a 
group of climbers from 10 
countries that set out in July to 
scale 
the 
23,405-foot 
Lenin 
Peak. On July 24 one of 19 
American climbers, John G. 
Ullin, 29, of Mercer Island, 
Wash., 
was 
killed 
in 
a 
snowslide. 
Wren, a Moscow-based corre­ 
spondent of The New York 
Times, said the Soviet women 
reached the summit of the 
Lenin Peak on Aug. 5. 
The storm struck the same 
day, lashing the mountain with 
high winds and snow, he said. 
“They tried to ride it out on 
the summit on the 6th,” he 
said. “Then on the 7th they 
contacted the vase camp and 
said 
they 
had 
lost 
some 
people.”

“Their tents blew away, and 
they tried to dig in but couldn’t 
do it.” 
Wren said 12 climbers from 
various countries, including the 
three Americans, reached the 
summit in their search for 
bodies of the Soviet women. 
The bodies were found about 
200 feet from the summit, he 
said 
Wren said the climbers were 
unable to bring down the bodies 
but 
marked 
them, 
and 
a 
Russian team planned to try to 
bring them down this week 
With Wren on the climb were 
Jocelyn C. Glidden, 38, of 
Ogden, Utah, and Allen Steck, 
47, of Berkley, Calif.

Yankee 'rogues', others 


enter Hall of Fame in 
memory-packed confab 


COOPERSTOWN, N.Y. <U PI) — Mickey Mantle had held the crowd in the palm of 
his hand for 10 minutes during his Hall of Fame induction 
Now it was time for his closing remark 
The audience of about 2,500 had been 
treated to a wonderful display of wit and 
poise by Mantle and Whitey Ford, two of 
the greatest stars of the New York 
Yankees’ golden age, bringing to a 
climax the induction of six immortals 
into baseball’s Hall of Fame. 
In addition to Mantle and Ford, the 
new Hall of Famers were Cool Papa 
Bell, a star for 29 years in the old Negro 
League; 
Jocko Conlan, 
a 
National 
League umpire for 25 years, and the late 
Sunny 
Jim 
Bottomley 
and 
Sam 
Thompson, sluggers of other eras. 
The crowd had heard everything it 
wanted to hear but 21 members of the 
Hall of Fame were waiting to hear one 
thing more. Bill Terry, former New 
York Giant first baseman and the 
National League's last 400-hitter, had 
said it for them all Sunday night when he 
asked the new inductees, "don’t just 
take the plaques and walk a way...come 
back.’’ 
This annual Hall of Fame ceremony is 
pure Americana out of the past. They 
come every year...old men, some of 
them in wheel chairs, cherishing a 
dream that baseball and the American 
flag are synonymous., that baseball is 
still No. 1 despite the competition of 
football, basketball and hockey...that 
their old values will yet be the salvation 
of the country. 


The thing they concern themselves 
most with is that guys like Mantle and 
Ford — great players, yes, but whipper- 
snappers in their eyes —really don't 
care that much 
Mantle put their fears to rest —at 
least for the moment. 


Turning to the 21 seated on the porch 
of 
the 
National 
Baseball 
Library, 
Mantle closed his remarks with the 
statement, "I hope Whitey and I can live 
up to what these guys stand for." 
It was a fitting end to an emotion- 
packed day during which two of Casey 
Stengel’s "rogues" of the 1950s and 1960s 
captivated the audience with their wit 
and poise. 
"When you think about what happened 
in Washington last week," Ford had 
said, "you’d have to say it’s been a 
pretty good week for Fords " 
Mantle thanked Commissioner Bowie 
Kuhn, 
who 
presided 
over 
the 
ceremonies, for "leaving all 
those 
strikeouts” off his plaque... recounted 
how his mother and father sacrified to 
help him as a boy in Commerce, 
Okla. .and then added a quip about an 
unsuccessful business venture in which 
he was engaged with a hotel restaurant 
chain. 
"1 made up the slogan for the 
restaurant,” he said "It was to get a 
better piece of chicken, you’d have to be 
a rooster.” ’ 
Earlier in the ceremonies, Bell, 71, 
said he was standing "here to receive, 
the greatest honor of my life...I thank 
God for enabling me to smell the roses 
when yet living” and Conlan paid tribute 
to former National League president 
Warren Giles as "the greatest president 
in the history of baseball."

Moto-cross has been described as a sport of man and 
machine against the terrain 
In Lompoc the man is usually around high school age and 
the machine is a motorcycle. There are about 35 riders in 
this town who take to Spillway Park in Santa Maria each 
weekend in an effort to prove they can stand up to the 
competition 
They’ll ride for three 35-minute heats, called "motos” 
around the mile-and-a-half track. Although the racers will 
reach a maximum of 60 miles per hour, speed is not the 
main ingredient. 
But not all of Lompoc's moto-cross men race at Spillway. 
The best go on the circuit. 
The guys who are commonly called the best riders in 
Lompoc are Chuck Czerwinski, Johnny Grossini, Vincent 
Clark and Greg Reck. 
Clark and Grossini are both 19. Czerwinski is the old man 
of the group at 21. Reck is the youngster at 16. 
They travel to Southern California and back East where 
the competition and the money is. Reck is the only amateur 
among them. Clark has been far and away the most 
successful of the quadrate. 
After finishing his last tour, Clark is now the lOth-rated 
professional in the nation in the 125 c.c. class. Clark has 
been riding for five years and says he enjoys it because he 
"likes being better at something than someone else.” 
Clark also rides a 250 c.c., the next class up in bikes, but 
usually stays with the 125. The smaller bike, says the 19- 
year-old, is the harder of the two to ride. 
He claims that the turns are made faster and his mind has 
to react faster because of the quick pace. 
Czerwinski has been riding four years and usually mounts 
a 250 c,c. machine One week after he learned how to ride a 
bike he entered competition. 
The 180-pounder thinks Grossini, Clark and himself are all 
about equal in ability. His best finishes have been seventh 
out of 40 entrants in an Arizona race and 14th out of 50 at 
Mamouth Mountain. 
The 21-year-old claims injuries don’t bother him. The 
thought of getting racked up is always in the back of his 
mind — but he never thinks of it while riding. 
So far he’s been lucky: only a dislocated neck and 
shoulder. All the racers have one thing in common: they 
have no factory backing. A factory rider makes about 


$20,000 a year, plus the purses at the tracks. A lucky 
independent will make $1,000. 
The Lompoc riders all do their own upkeep on the bikes. 
Otherwise, they say, it would be too expensive to continue 
racing. 
In a study made by the University of Sweden, moto-cross 
was named the second-most strenuous sport in the world 
next to soccer. It takes endurance and conditioning to be a 
consistent success in the sport of dirt and rubber. 
When Clark is on the circuit he may run two miles four 
days a week. Grossini, on the other hand, do longer 
conditions himself. He admits he’s starting to get burned 
out about the sport. 
In the past he used to race every weekend. Now he says he 
races "very seldom.” 
But although he doesn’t race much anymore, Grossini 
points out that a rivalry between himself and Clark still 
exists. 
“I could beat him. No doubt in my mind. But I’m not out to 
do that,” relates the 19-year-old. 
Grossini adds this claim : 
“ If he was behind me, he’d do anything to pass. He can’t 
accept losing. ” 
Clark maintains Grossini has the greater natural ability of 
the two, but as Dan Hovater of Motorcycle City explains, it 
goes beyond that point. 
Hovater feels a biker can have the natural strength and 
ability to be a good racer. But to become a great racer, it 
takes practice and skill. 
Reck has his opinions on the Grossini-Clark rivalry. He 
gives the top honors to Clark as the best in Lompoc. The 16- 
year-old describes Grossini as a happy-go-lucky sort while 
Clark is just the opposite. 
Grossini doesn’t hide the fact that he’s losing interest in 
the sport. But Reck claims he isn’t fooled by that. 
“It’s easy to say you’re losing interest in it if you’re doing 
bad,’ Reck says in reference to Grossini. 
Reck 
is 
quick 
to 
point out 
that people have 
told him he is as fast as the 10th rated pro in the U.S. at the 
125 level. 
Reck is in the expert class — one step away from the 
professional ranks. He’s been riding since he was 11 years 
old and has been in competition for the last two years. 
If there’s anyone in town who will take over Clark’s 
crown, it’ll probably be Reck. The only question is how long 
it will take him to do it.

Ryan sets strikeout mark

Nolan Ryan has a way of making the 
art of pitching look much too easy. 
The 27-year-old righthander of the 
California 
Angels 
added 
another 
clipping to his scrapbook Monday night 
when he equalled the major league 
record for most strikeouts in a nine- 
inning game by fanning 19 in a 4-2 
victory over the Boston Red Sox. 
Ryan, who set a major league record 
of 383 strikeouts last season and also 
pitched two no-hitters, turned in his 
second blue chip performance in a row 
by stopping the Red Sox on seven hits for 
his 15th victory. 
In his last start, Ryan pitched hitless 
ball for 8 1-3 innings before giving up 
three hits and losing to the Chicago 
White Sox, 2-1. Earlier this year, he had 
a one-hitter against Texas, one of four in 
his seven-year career. 
Given his choice of a strikeout mark 
or a no-hitter, however, Ryan would 
prefer a no-hitter. 
"A no-hitter is a greater achievement 


—there is no margin for error in a no­ 
hitter,” Ryan said. “It means more. But 
I just tried to put the last game out of 
my mind. Marty Springstead (home 
plate umpire) called them kind of tight. 
I had to work for each strike. 
"I really felt everything was going 
right tonight,” Ryan said. “ I think I got 
better as the game went on. I don’t think 
I thought about the record until about 
the eighth or ninth inning. 
"I think my location was good tonight. 
I put the ball pretty much where I 
wanted it. Any time you can do that, it 
makes a difference. 
Ryan’s effort was the best ever for an 
American League pitcher, bettering Bob 
Feller’s record of 18 strikeouts in 1938, 
and equalling the major league mark 
shared by Steve Carlton of Philadelphia 
and Tom Seaver of the New York Mets.

NEW YORK — (NEA) — There are certain persons who can 
drive from their minds the pullulations that stiffen their less- 
blessed brethren. 
Give an example: Once, lore proclaims. Yogi Berra was 
s^nt to pinch-hit in his salad days. He was a notorious bad- 
ball hitter. His manager thought young Yogi could improve. 
The manager cautioned, “Yogi, THINK when you’re at bat.” 
Yogi struck out with his bat on his shoulder. His manager 
asked upon his return to the dugout, “What happened’ ” Yogi 
replied with with undisguised disgust, “ I can’t think and hit 
at the same time.” 
The manager later demonstrated the good sense that is 
rampantly uncommon among managers and other hell-bent 
pedagogues. He left Yogi alone to do it his way. This August, 
some 25 years after, Yogi is being enshrined in Baseball’s 
Hall of Fame. 
Yogi is rare. Not all of us can clear our minds the way Her­ 
cules cleansed the Augean Stables. Berra had a zén ap­ 
proach to baseball that came naturally. 
He was prophetically nicknamed “Yogi” not because he 
was inclined toward Eastern mysticism. Lawrence Peter 
Berra was named “ Yogi” by his friends because he walked 
with a waddle, the way, they imagined, yogas ambulate. Ber­ 
ra might have believed at the time, and might still believe,

I thought about Yogi when I recently attended a small ten­ 
nis clinic given by W. Timothy Gallwey, a tennis instructor 
and the author of recently published book, “The Inner Game 
of Tennis” (Random House), which is described as a “ yoga 
tennis book.”

“ A man who could retain through his golfing career the 
almost scornful confidence of the nonplayer would be un­ 
beatable.

We need the answers 


For the first time in the history of our 
country, 
a 
President 
has 
found 
it 
necessary, both from a national and a 
personal point of view, to resign from his 
office. Richard Nixon certainly did what 
was right, and now we can start to close 
the book on the whole sordid, Watergate 
affair. 
Yet, even with his resignation, there are 
many questions which demand to be 
answered about the presidency of Richard 
Nixon. At present, there are too many 
areas shrouded in secrecy which must be 
seen in the light of day, and by all the 
people of the country. We must have the 
opportunity to know exactly how far down 
the road to another form of government 
we actually were before a feisty and honest 
judge named Sirica and a few reporters for 
the national media applied the brakes. 
For the duration of the Watergate 
debate in the U.S., there have been many 
who insist Nixon did nothing new...that he 
was practicing politics as usual, and that 
he was only the unfortunate who was 
caught. If this is in fact the case, and we 
suspect it is, then all Americans should 
pay much more attention to what is going 
on in their nation’s capitol. Only through

diligence and awareness can we expect our 
unique system of government to survive 
another 200 years. 
Because of the President’s resignation 
the people will never know precisely what 
transpired in the Oval office to bring about 
Watergate and the subsequent cover-up. 
The tapes and transcripts which would 
otherwise have told the story are now 
effectively 
protected 
forever... which 
makes it even more incumbent upon our 
judicial system to provide us with the 
facts. Any future prosecution of Richard 
Nixon, citizen, should be viewed not as 
vengeance for what the man did while in 
office, but as a process through which 
justice is served and by which the people 
of the country learn an invaluable lesson in 
political science and the potential for 
corruption which is inherent in the system 
of government under which we live. 
To simply say “ the man has suffered 
enough!’’ and walk away will not serve to 
enlighten or protect us from ourselves in 
the future. We all should welcome the 
opportunity to gain from the last two years 
so we might be better prepared to deal 
with Presidential power and the abuse of 
same during future administrations. 


Home loans 


There are few simple choices in this 
complex technological world Often the 
question of what will bring the greatest 
good to the greatest number comes 
down to trying to decide what will cause 
the least harm to the least number 


Congress, for example, is considering 
making permanent the emergency 55- 
mile-per hour speed limit on highways. 
A flood of data shows that not only has it 
saved fuel but it has brought about a 
significant reduction in deaths and 
injuries from traffic accidents. 


Obviously, a lower­ 
ing of the limit to 45 or 
35 would save even 
more resources, both 
material and human 
The 
ideal 
situation 
would be no traffic 
deaths at all. But long 
before we achieved 
that goal, which would 
require the banning of 
, w 
m otor 
ve h icle s 
entirely, 
we 
would 
* 
reach a point where 
the benefits would be­ 
gin to be offset by 
other undesirable 
effects, such as the serious disruption of 
the economy. 
Another example 
is the current 
controversy over polyvinyl chloride — 
PVC — a chemical used in an extremely 
wide variety of modern products, from 
food packaging to automobile parts to 
plastic heart valves to phonograph 
records. 
Last January it was discovered that 
angiosarcoma, a rare form of liver 
cancer, had been the cause of death 
among some 19 workers in the United 
States 
and 
Europe 
involved 
in 
processing vinyl chloride, a gas, into 
PVC 
The workers had been exposed to the 
gas for anywhere from 14 to 27 years 
before the cancers appeared, raising the 
possibility that more cases would begin 
turning up. 
Because of this, the Occupational 
Safety and Health Administration of the 
Department of Labor proposed an 
emergency standard, effective April 5, 
setting a maximum exposure level of 50 
parts per million of vinyl chloride in the 
air. The previous level had been 500 
parts per million. 
Then in May, the OSHA proposed a 
permanent standard to reduce the 


exposure of vinyl chloride workers to a 
"no detectable level ” 
The Society of the Plastics Industry, 
claimed that there was no possible way 
to meet such a standard and that it 
would threaten the very existence of the 
industry The OSHA. as is customary, 
held hearings in Washington at the end 
of June 
On one side, a number of PVC 
manufacturers or users of PVC, both 
large and small, testified that they 
would be forced out of business if the 
"no detectable level” were adopted 
One maker of plastic tubing for medical 
uses warned that desperately needed 
equipment in kidney dialysis and heart 
surgery might become unavailable. 
On the other side, organized labor 
strongly backed the proposed standard. 
"This country survived for nearly 200 
years without polyvinyl chloride and we 
can survive in the future without it,” 
said Peter Bommarito, president of the 
United Rubber Workers and chairman 
of the health and safety committee of 
the AFL-CIO

A person must shell out for a down 
payment 
and 
then 
pay 
monthly 
payments with a high interest rate on 
the bank loan for months; pay for the 
car’s constant appetite for gas and oil; 
pay yearly for insurance; and pay for 
tri-monthly car maintenance, if he 
wants it to operate for longer than three 
months. 
What she must do I told Vickie is 
weigh her monthly income of $250 (what 
she earns she said) against her present 
bills 
like 
rent 
(she 
shares 
an 
apartment), food, etc., and determine if 
she will have to move into the car to 
make ends meet, which is against the 
law. 
As a bonus, I told her a car demands 
so much of the owner’s time. He must 
wash and clean it regularly or it doesn’t 
run as good. That sounds preposterous I 
know, but it’s true. 
I spent a lot of energy and when I 
finished I felt I did a fine job of giving 
her a picture of what she would be 
getting into besides the driver’s seat of a 
new used car. 
Actually, I refrain from giving advice 
for two reasons. One, advice is relative: 
you know, one man’s meat is another 
man’s poison. And two, people who seek 
advice already know what they are 
going to do. Why they seek advice I’m 
not sure. 
More recently Vickie said she decided 
against buying the $900 used car. She’s 
going to buy a new $4000 Mustang, 
instead. 
What I should have asked her and 
didn’t when I tried to talk her out of 
buying the first car was, did she need a 
car? The question would have saved me 
much effort. 
I asked this time and she said yes, to 
shop with, which you must concede is 
justification enough for pollution, waste 
of natural resources, highway carnage, 
and those other things. 


Only 20 per cent or less of the Vietnam 
veterans will ever get a California 
veterans home loan and those that are 
granted 
have 
been 
subjected 
to 
unwarranted delays of five or more 
months. 
This is the findings of a report just 
released by the Assembly Committee 
on Governmental Administration which 
detailed a lengthy list of shortcomings 
and mismanagement of the Department 
of Veterans Affairs. It declared that the 
department, 
created 
for 
the 
sole 
purpose of aiding California veterans 
has “ failed to carry out its primary 
function, that of being alert to changes 
and increases in veterans needs and to 
be an aggressive spokesman to the 
administration and the legislature to 
assure the adequate provisions for those 
benefits authorized by law ” 
The committee found the department 
has been operating on the basis of 
money available and has failed to make 
projections as to the number of veterans 
who can be expected to seek home loans 
and has no long term planning to meet 
those needs. By the department’s own 
admission it will take 20 years to 
process loans for only 20 per cent of the 
near one million Vietnam veterans, and 
this with no allowance for increasing 
costs of homes. 
It also found the department has made 
no 
effort to obtain funds over those 
from general obligation bonds despite 
the fact the legislature has authorized 
revenue bonds and the borrowing of 
matching money from private lenders.

It also said excessive amounts in 
reserve have been held back. 
In attempting to pinpoint the reasons 
for lengthy delays in granting veteran 
loans the committee was told by Jack 
Johnson, manager of the billion dollar 
lending program, that he had not forseen 
the sudden increase in loan applications 
caused by thecut-off of eligibility for WW 
II and Korean veterans, the loan raise to 
$25,000, the tight money and rise in 
interest rates of private lenders, and the 
end of the Vietnam war. A committee 
member observed the Vietnam end had 
been 
a 
constant 
expection; 
the 
eligibility cut-off and increased loan 
amounts were actions of the legislature 
which were a year in process; and tight 
money and higher interest rates could 
easily have been anticipated by close 
communication with the money market. 
Johnson’s lack of knowledge of the 
lending business was even more clearly 
revealed in his testimony before the 
committee. Asked by Assemblyman 
Peter Chacon if he knew the average 
costs 
of 
homes 
currently 
being 
purchased by veterans he responded, 
“ No, I can’t precisely say what it is.” 
Chairman Newton Russell asked him 
"How does your late charge of four 
dollars compare with the average 
commercial fee?” “ Well,” Johnson 
said, " I have no personal knowledge of 
it.” Asked if he had ascertained the 
experience of financial institutions who 
bill by annual coupon books instead of 
monthly billings, Johnson said he had 
not 
despite 
Auditor 
General 
and 
Legislative Analyst recommendations 
that some $75,000 annually could be 
saved. 
Johnson explained the staff shortage 
of appraisers, which has resulted in the 
unwarranted delays in processing loans, 
as due to difficulty scheduling a civil 
service examination. The committee 
developed that the hiring lists had been 
expired for more than three years even 
though there were 24 vacant positions. It 
also developed the positions could have 
been filled temporarily without exam 
by 
appointment, 
by 
transfers, 
by 
reclassifying or by contracts. 


So bogged down in bureaucracy was 
Johnson that he overlooked the simplest 
solution of all. Merely changing archaic 
procedures and requiring the veteran 
applicant to furnish an FHA appraisal, 
which can be obtained for $35 by the 


veteran. As Assemblyman Mike Cullen 
astutely pointed out, there is no need for 
the department to make its own 
appraisals, 
each 
of 
which 
cost 
considerably 
more 
than 
the 
FHA 
charge. By eliminating its staff of 
appraisers the department could save 
about $1.5 million annually.
